Amid  the  ravings  of  national  leaders  In  Germany- — marked  by 
persecution  of  Indescribable  fury,  the  people  of  those  regions

There  however  their  footsteps  met  the  wilderness  path  lead¬ 
ing  from  Balto  westward  where  their  weary  and  forlorn  life  turned 
towards  the  east  and  Balto,  ultimately  landing  in  what  Is  the 
Uniontown  district  of  Carroll  Co.,  then  Frederick,  the  region  of 
Tyrone  and  Baust  Church* 

For  their  bravery  and  daring  these  knights  of  the  forest  and 
wilderness  of  that  day  knew  not  to  falter  where  all  honor  must  be 
shown  and  all  homage  paid  them  as  they  in  their  desperation  laid, 
the  firm  foundation  of  Ideal  citizenship  to  be  nurtured  and  fostered 
thru  the  ensuing  years*

Evidence  points  strongly  to  some  kind  of  church  there  back  as  far

No  early  church  records  available  tho  the  corner  stone  on  church 
records  the  date  of  1790. 

The  records  show  that  the  land  where  present  church  stands  was  do¬ 
nated  by  one  Valentine  BAUST  and  his  wife  Marl©  Jan.  10,  1794. 

Andrew  BABYLON  was  an  elder  there  when  it  was  Incorporated. 

The  present  stained  glass  windows  now  in  were  put  there  by  the 
BABYLO NS - - the  one  on  the  left  side  to  the  memory  of  Barbara  Martin 
BABYLON  by  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Amos  Duttera,  mother  of  the  brothers.

Unfortunately  we  have  not  been  able  to  get  trace  of  all  as  some 
few  remain  unaccounted  for.  In  order  that  all  might  be  tabulated 
notice  was  put  in  the  papers  east  and  west  to  rep  ort  to  us  but 
none  did  so. 

Accordingly  abort  all  has  been  done  to  give  due  recognition 
to  all  that  is  possible.  This  then  seems  to  complete  the  object 
of  collecting  the  BABYLON  data  for  future  information.

It  is  due  to  add  closing  that  some  few  did  cooperate 
with  much  gratification  while  others  decidedly  indifferent. 

Efforts  were  made  to  give  permanency  to  it  all  and  stimulate 
the  preservation  of  the  family  history  but  a  marked  Indifference 
prevailed  so  as  to  preclude  any  satisfactory  organisation.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  charts  and  diagrams  covering  the 
clan  have  not  reached  the  people  for  their  own  benefit ,  it  is  most 
pertinent  that  some  facts  be  set  forth  at  this  juncture. 

As  already  shown  in  the  beginning,  of  this  book  our  ancestors 
after  lingering  for  some  time  in  Carroll  Co,  Md  began  migrating 
west  to  Miami  Co,  Ohio  near  Dayton.  There  they  established  them¬ 
selves  likewise  by  industry  and  a  degree  of  frdu^lity  worthy  of 
pioneers.  This  evidence  is  to  be  noted  today  on  every  hand  t hru 
the  various  regions. 

So  they  continued  to  expand  to  a  most  commanding  status  with 
a  large  constituency.  But  alas  some  felt  the  draw  of  the  west 
Ho  and  landed  in  western  Mo  nigh  Ks  city  where  a  very  creditable 
tho  not  large  number  hold  forth  today  representing  a  very  desir¬ 
able  type  of  citizenship.
